The Impenal Standard was first used 
dunng the Jokyu War in the Kamakura 
era and later as a symbol of the 
Emperor s subjugation of rebel forces In 
the Boshin War, the troops of the 
shogunate, who became rebels by takmg 
up arms against the forces of the 
Impenal Army, lost the will to fight and

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Okinawa s female student corps, 
mcludmg the Kinjo sisters, were 
assigned to field hospitals, and provided 
round-the-clock nursing care for the 
mjured On June 18, 1945 an order to 
disband the student corps was issued 
dunng a severe cleanup operation by 
the Amencan forces However the Third 
Surgery bunker was besieged and 
more than 40 staff members and 
students ended their lives

The main fighter of the Navy from the China Incident until the 
end of the Greater East As.a War The aircraft was named 
"Type 0" as it was adopted by the Navy in the 2,600th yeai 
of the Impenal retgn (1940). It was a htghly efficient aircrah 
with excellent maneuverability and a considerable range

Produced domestically this locomotive served 
on the Taimen Railway between Thailand and 
Burma dunng the Greater East Asia War After 
the war the C56-31 was used by the Thai 
national railways for regional development

targeted sh, P ,n a h,gh speed dive The Su.se, served as a camer-based bomber and also 

r B-29s It also flew as a special attack aircraft |ust before the end of the war. 
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A one-man submanne that was piloted to hit an enemy ship 1 5 
tons of high explosives in its bow would instantaneously s.nk a stup More 
than a hundred young men died in this submanne to defend their homeland
